The purpose this paper outline 
routine which has proved itself 
obtaining good lumbar spine films with 
reasonable consistency. 


Anatomy and Terminology 


Although much has already been writ- 
ten other papers describe the 
anatomy the lumbar spine, quick re- 
view may serve reacquaint with the 
structures will attempt show later 
on. 

The five lumbar vertebrae are situated 
between the twelfth dorsal vertebrae 
above and the sacrum below. They are 
the largest non-fused vertebrae the 
spinal column, increasing size from the 
first the fifth. The lumbar curve 
convex anteriorly, and 
vertebral bodies are concave anteriorly, 
being separated from each other 
thick cartilaginous pad known disc. 
The fifth lumbar vertebra articulates with 
the sacrum form the lumbosacral joint 
(Fig. 1).

processes, i.e. the superior articulating 
processes, the inferior articulating pro- 
cesses, the transverse processes and the 
spinous process, (3) the pedicles, and (4) 
the laminae (Fig. 2). 


The Patient 


Too often time schedule followed 
when doing certain x-ray examinations, 
and undoubtedly quite possible 
complete lumbar spine eight ten 
minutes. This, course, gives little 
time for preparation and comfort 
the patient conversation gain im- 
portant information which will decide the 
proper positioning radiographic 
technique. Through the expenditure 
few extra seconds, and sharing 
friendly interest with the patient, the 
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technician can win his complete confi- 
dence and gain co-operation for the job 
follow. Certain questions may used 
routinely, once established. 


Clothing 


our department the patient, when re- 
ceived, clothed small, knee-length 
gown with the closing the back and 
large terry cloth coat. preferred that 
shoes not worn, especially the heels 
are leather. 


Positioning 


The AnteroPosterior Coned Lumbo- 
sacral Area (Fig. the patient 
seated the side the table, the outer 


coat removed and thrown over the lap 
and legs. then asked sit upright, 
lengthwise with the table. 

With the shoulders supported from be- 
hind, the patient lowered until the 
shoulders rest upon two pillows. large 
bolster placed under the head. The 
open-backed gown which affords clear 
visibility the patient’s back, has two- 
fold purpose: (1) scoliosis may noted 
which will determine whether right 
left lateral views are taken; (2) one 
more sure having the spine centered 
the table.

bolster also placed under the knees, 
allowing them flex slightly. 

Moderate extension applied take 
out any unnatural curve twist the 
spine. This may done pulling from 
the legs arms along the axis the 
table, with the patient relaxed. 

should ascertained that the iliac 
crests are equal height from the table 
top and that both shoulders are resting 
evenly the pillow. 


Using small cone, the central ray 
projected through point inches 
(depending the size the patient) 
below the iliac crest 10- 12-inch 
cassette using Bucky technique. Cepha- 
lad tube angulation will vary from 
minimal degree for the “flat” spine and 
pelvis, more acute angle for the 
curved arched spine. hand placed 
under the small the back will help 
determine this angle. The male sacrum 
normally flatter than the female, and 
therefore would require less angulation. 
Clinical diagnosis will also determine 
angulation. 


“routine” examination the sacro- 
iliac joints desired, the rays should 
projected right angles the upper 
sacrum. cases greater angulation 
may used produce elongated view 
the sacroiliac joints. 

The Antero-Posterior Lumbar Spine 
(Fig. 4).—A few minor changes will posi- 
tion the patient correctly for this projec- 
tion. 


The knees are well flexed, and sand- 
bag placed under the toes. rubber 
foam mat under the heels will prevent 
the feet from sliding down the table, 
especially shoes are worn. 


stereoscopic views are required, the 
first exposure made with the central 
ray, iliac crest and centre cassette 
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line. The second exposure made with 
the tube displaced toward the head and 
angled caudad cover the film. com- 
pression band used advantage re- 
ducing the antero-posterior measurement 
the obese patient. 

The Lateral Lumbar Spine (Fig. 5).— 
Previous observation and conversation 
with the patient will now determine the 
lateral position, right left. the patient 
has comparatively straight spine but

The patient placed true lateral 
position with his back toward the side 
the table which one working. 


The line the vertebral bodies, which 
about inches from the patient’s dorsal 
surface, should aligned with the centre 
line the table. 

large bolster placed between the 
flexed knees offset forward rotation 
the free hip. 

One pillow folded and placed under 
the head. 

The arms are flexed add support 
the upper portion the body. 


14- 17-inch cassette centred 
the iliac crest and the tube displaced 
toward the head 36-inch distance. 
The tube then angled back cover the 
film, the degree angulation dependent 
upon the spinal curve. One has but 
view the bumpy line caused the spinous 
processes palpate along this line with 
the tips the fingers determine the 
degree angulation. 


Helpful Hints for Lateral Lumbar Spines 


The upper portion the lumbar 
spine may elevated increase the 
curvature straight spine allowing 
the free arm reach over the patient’s 
head. 

For the very straight spine, such 
one may find large, muscular indi- 
viduals, the focal film distance in- 
creased inches and the central ray 
projected through the third lumbar ver- 
tebra perpendicular the table top. 


Complete expiration will raise the 
diaphragms, and the abdominal soft 
tissue density thus provided will lessen

the tendency burn out the lower dorsal 
and upper lumbar area. 

One should sure the cathode end 
the tube toward the lumbosacral 
area order that maximum penetration 
due “anode heel” effect may utilized 
the thicker lumbosacral area. 

14- 17-inch high speed screen 
cassette invaluable for the lateral lum- 
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bar view, will allow for decrease 
time approximately per cent, 
using kv.p. technique. 

Should detailed lateral the lumbo- 
sacral disc space required, one should 
use small cone and project the central 
ray through the interspace with 
the tube angled according the curve 
the spine and tilt the sacrum (Fig. 6).

narrow shouldered, broad pelvis type 
patient, frequently seen females, 
will cause the sacrum tilt toward the 
head. This suitable our purpose 
making use the diverging rays open 
each disc space. broad shouldered, 
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narrow pelvis type patient, more frequent- 
seen males, may cause the sacrum 
tilt toward the feet. will then 
necessary either angle the tube cepha-

The Oblique Lumbar View.—Oblique 
views the lumbar spine are taken 


demonstrate defects through the interar- 
ticular isthmuses when spondylolisthesis 
suspected, and demonstrate joint 
spaces between the articulating facets. 
Both left and right obliques are taken, 
the left oblique show the isthmuses and 
facets the right side, the right oblique 
show the isthmuses and facets the 
left side. 

Successful studies have been made with 
the patient both the postero-anterior 
and anteroposterior positions. For our 
purpose, the posteronanterior position 
would the more natural asume, 
would require building-up the 
shoulder and hip compared the an- 
teroposterior, and therefore would save 
time, offset motion and provide greater 
comfort for the patient.

For the left oblique view, the patient 
lies prone the table with the left arm

shoulders and upper portion the body 
are not rotated much the hips (Fig.

angle aligner, shown, measure 
the desired angulation the level the 
upper sacral area, good guide con- 
sistent rotation. 


The patient offset the left that 
line drawn through the spinous pro- 
cesses two inches from and runs parallel 
the centre line the table. The tube 
angled caudally approximately twenty 
degrees and the central ray projected 
through the fourth lumbar vertebra. The 
degree angulation varies the cur- 
vature between the sacrum the lumbar 
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spine. The more extreme type curve 
presents problem getting uniform 
oblique views all vertebrae. The prob- 
lem may alleviated placing pad 
under the patient the mid-lumbar 
region reduce the curve, may 
necessary separate view for the 
region. 

The same technique applied for the 
right oblique view. 

looking x-ray oblique view 
whether the patient has been properly 
positioned. usually more difficult 
determine the necessary alterations. 
guide, can look for the image 
Scottie dog outlined with each verte- 
bra. The transverse process represents 
the mouth, the superior articulating pro- 
cess the ears, the inferior articulating pro- 
cess the front legs, and the lamina and 
spinous process the neck, body and hind 
legs. 

The articulating facets should seen 
the midline the vertebral bodies. 
they are closer the anterior portion 
the vertebral bodies would indicate in- 
sufficient rotation the patient. Should 
they appear nearer the posterior margin 
the vertebral bodies less rotation 
required (Fig. 9). 


Summary 


Development the above routine 
simplifies lumbar spine procedure and en- 
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ables obtain consistently high 
quality radiographs. 


taking advantage the natural 
curvature the lumbar spine the 
lateral position, 36-inch focal film dis- 
tance, the anode-heel effect, complete ex- 
piration and high kilovoltage, the lower 
dorsal vertebrae, all the lumbar verte- 
brae, and the sacrum may clearly 
demonstrated single 14- 17-inch 
film. 


Technical Factors 


The following techniques are average 
for the thickness indicated and will vary 
with tube angulation, also from one de- 
partment another.

Nevertheless, the germ idea was born— 
the usefulness which required still 
developed. 


sorely demoted ego, still pressing re- 
establish itself, now urged review past ex- 
perience. Memory recalled how Sicily during 
the war, radiologist had placed dental 
packet, mounted with intensifying screens, 
the desensitized pharynx project the odontoid 
process postero-anteriorly. The dental film, with 
the process perfectly centred, demonstrated 
fracture excellently. The patient, airman, had 
crashed with his plane during overhead action. 


this method obviously did not lend itself 
routine radiographic procedure, this was still 
not 


Lest accused neglect the mystic 
and occult, searched the office for suitable 
seer’s crystal ball, but found only small glass 
agate—a poor substitute. peered instead into 
the murky depths our film washing tank and 
attempted conjure useful projection. 
first, saw only that the. floor and walls 
the tank were covered with gray-green ma- 
terial that suggested might occupying 
myself more usefully—with brush. However, 
persevered, and while vision appeared, 
did conclude that must seek standard projec- 
tion line variation thereof, and that the well 
known “radiographic base might well 
serve this capacity. 


The question now, was determine the 
relative positions the bony structures involved 
remained constant from patient patient. Tests 
over period time indicated these anatomical 
relationships held sufficiently well for the pur- 
pose. Using the radiographic base line, the fol- 
lowing simple antero-posterior projection for the 
odontoid process was devised. 
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METHOD: The patient supine. cone 
smallest diameter available mounted the 
tube. angle projector cardboard triangle 
cut eighteen degrees from the perpendicular, 
placed beside the head. The control panel 
set fast exposure—one-tenth second satis- 
factory. 


Depress elevate the chin, that line 
drawn between the external auditory meatus 
and the exact outer canthus the eye will 
eighteen degrees from the perpendicular+. Touch 


the cephalad edge the cone the tip the 
nose. Instruct the patient maintain the exact 
nose-cone pressure and position while the mouth 
opened. practice “mouth open” drill 
ensure the patient understands—this takes only 
moment. cork between the teeth cruel 
and unnecessary. 


With little familiarity, this method requires 
little effort and quickly done. The consist- 
ently good results will benefit your patient, 
please your radiologist and give you sense 
great satisfaction job well

the Sarcee Indian Reservation. o’clock 
three bus loads x-ray folk left the Palliser 
Hotel for the reservation eight miles south 
Calgary. was interesting drive, first along 
the paved highway past millionaire ranches; then 
through narrow roads the foothills till 
turned gate marked “Crown Lands, 
Sarcee Indian Reservation.” Then, 
rounded the shoulder hill, saw the farm 
buildings the reservation and some brightly 
painted wigwams beyond. Mounted white 
horse that veteran horsewoman and x-ray tech- 
nician, Frances Shaw (Mrs. Newing) greeted 
the cavalcade busses and added authentic 
western atmosphere the scene. found 
large corral surrounded 8-foot five-barred 
fence and perched ourselves the top rail from

SATURDAY, SEPTEMBER 6th 


brief General Meeting and final post- 
convention Directors’ Meeting first thing the 
morning wound the convention proper, but 
the social side the big final firework display 
was just about start.

17th ANNUAL CONVENTION 

The 17th Annual Convention the Ontario 
Society Radiographers started bright and 
early a.m. Friday, October 17th. Due 
this early start many out-of-town members 
had arrived the Laurier the previous 
evening. Following registration the first item 
the program was 8.30 a.m. when Mr. Leslie 
Cartwright, the Hospital for Sick Children, 
Toronto gave the first section two-day 
Refresher Course “Radiography Children.” 
o’clock the regular technical session 
opened under the chairmanship Miss 
Marguerite Bolster, the first speaker being Mr. 
Vaughn Russell, Stratford General Hospital, 
whose subject was “Essential Accessories.” Mr. 
Russell dealt trenchantly with the value cones, 
grids, masks and lead diaphragms aids to- 
wards improving the quality radiographs. 

The next speaker was Mr. Stewart 
the Central X-Ray Film Library, Department 
Veterans’ Affairs, Ottawa. While Mr. 
Stewart not radiographer, his work closely 
allied ours and his department employs eleven 
people and has million films the Army 
records. There are million films file 
the combined Army, Navy and Force 
branches. Dealing with this huge quantity 
radiographs, the speaker was well qualified 
point out the difficulties caused his department 
careless and inadequate marking the part 
some hospitals and clinics. Some the 
examples shown had numerals inverted back- 
wards, blanks which represented certain out- 
of-stock numerals known those concerned 
and one else; markers fading out clear 
film and burnt out exposed sections, 2’s 
representing 5’s and 4’s made 7’s and 1’s 
and on. Insufficient identification hospi- 
tals was another fault. Mr. Stewart pointed out 
that there were, for instance, nearly forty hospi- 
tals called “St. Joseph’s” and many did not add 
the location the hospital name the marker. 
His plea for standardization markers should 
heeded x-ray departments and individual 
technicians. 

The morning session was concluded with 
paper Placentography Sister McPher- 
son, Hotel Dieu Kingston, who 
described the technic using for filtration 
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thickness and placed over the film. Sister 
McPherson illustrated her talk with radiographs 
taken using the filter. 


12.15 the Convention Luncheon was held 
the Quebec Suite, about members being 
present. The Invocation was given Rev. 
The Chairman, Mr. Ken Hall, 
then introduced Mayor Charlotte Whitton, who 
was officially open the Convention. Her 
Worship, however, went far beyond the usual 
formal routine welcome and declaring open, 
and, with characteristically colorful speech 
delivered the forceful style which has made 
her famous, did not disappoint her audience 
their expectation something different. The 
Guest Speaker for the luncheon was Mr. 
Wallace, Department National Health and 
Welfare, Ottawa. His topic was more particu- 
larly that Civil Defence and spoke the 
plans made for Civil Defence the event 
atomic attack, and impressed his hearers the 
need for the widespread adoption these 
methods minimizing suffering. 


The afternoon session started p.m.—Mr. 
Herbert Clarke being Chairman—with 
unique demonstration the Picker “Polaroid” 
Unit Mr. Jack Foreman the Picker X-Ray 
Corporation Canada, Ltd., Ottawa. This little 
machine, measuring approximately inches 
square and few inches height, produces 
dry paper positive minute less. black 
paper envelope containing the negative paper 
with the positive paper hinged one end 
and folded behind protective 
metal, placed special type cas- 
sette and exposed x-rays the usual 
manner. The cassette then placed the 
developing cabinet and pressure released 
spring the back the cassette. The black 
light-proof envelope withdrawn and the posi- 
tive and negative papers (which have “seed 
pods” containing chemical jelly between the 
fold hinge) pass through rollers which dis- 
tribute the jelly over the surface the two 
papers and few seconds buzzer sounds 
and the paper positive can pulled out dry and 
ready for examination. Mr. Foreman stated that 
the present time the entire output going 
the U.S. armed forces and certainly should 
most useful for advanced field work and 
probably eventually for civilian operating room 
work. 


The next paper was Miss Amy Adams, 
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Ottawa Civic Hospital, the subject “The 
Patient and the Technician” and should inspire 
more sympathetic handling the sick 
technicians. 

The session concluded with 
graphy” Mr. Anthony Stechyshyn, St.
